COLD FEET 
HANDICAP 


Say that in the early part of last 


•week Secretary of State Hughes had 
arisen in the armament conference 
and delivered himself to this effect: 


"The United States submits 
the 


proposal and urges the recommend- 
ation that all the nations scrap all 
their submarines and forever aband- 
on that 
cowardly 
and 
inhuman 


method of war." 


It Isn't hard to make a close guess 


of what would have followed. Great 
Britain would have seconded the pro- 
posal at once and the 
enthusiasm 


would begin to spread. 
Likely be- 


fore close of that session this thing 
would have been written into inter- 
national law. 
Then probably every 


country in the civilized world would 
have rejoiced. 


It is true that Great Britain made 


such a proposal, but it would have 
been something else coming from the 
United States. It would hare been 
different if the United States had 
only heartily seconded the sugges- 
tion coming from Britain. 


But our own country, preordained 


the prime mover and influence in 
this sort of thing, held back, didn't 
measure up to the occasion. Because 
of this failure, we are not now ea- 
tirely sure as to just how much real 
progress has been made by the con- 
ference in all its other deliberations. 
It is always unfortunate 
in this 


world's affairs 
when the natural 


leader gets cold feet. 


PROFESSOR ON 
EXAMINATIONS. 


B. D. Woods, assistant 
dean 
at 


Columbia University, rises to make 
a few observations about examina- 
tions in our schools of higher learn- 
ing. 
Ha seems to feel pretty sure 


that these examinations—at least as 
now conducted—serve no useful pur- 
pose. He says the old type of ex- 
amination is archaic and unfair and 
must be thrown overboard. 


Professor Woods tells 
us 
some- 


thing that is interesting. He cited 
a certain examination paper that 
was passed on to 114 teachers for 
inspection and marking. It 
was 


graded by these different 
teachers 


all the way from 28 to 92 per cent. 
Another paper, marked by 142 teach- 
ers, fared some better, getting from 
64 to 98 per cent. 


Professor Woods concludes 
from 


this that grades too often depend on 
the digestion and immediate tempar 
of the grader; the student may be 
doing pretty well, but woe Is his por- 
tion and ais discouragement^ if the 
teacher for any reason Is "off his 
feed," and some are oft a good part 
of the time. 


Of course there should be a better 


method. Professor Woods suggests 
this: "A method which takes care 
of principles of mental measurement 
and which makes use 
of modern 


technical devices." 


We doa't know about this 
pro- 


posal; we must wait until somebody 
translates it. 


AND MEN WILL WORK

year 1921 will be a little more tha; 
$4,000,000; somebody leaves out the 
Sundays and figures this is ?13,000 
a day.

It is said that nearly 
half 
this 


loot is recovered. This leaves a big 
net harvest for the criminals, say 
$7,009 a day. We are not told how 
many are engaged in this line, so 
there is no chance to state the aver- 
age daily return for each. 


But the whole is a big item, and 


Chicago is but a small part of the 
country, say about a fortieth of it. 
Wouldn't it be a great saving if some 
arrangement could b» made to put 
all these highwaymen out of com- 
mission for good and all? 


WORK FOR ALL IN 
GERMANY. 


There are a couple of lines in 


Maximilian Harden's 
comment 
of 


last Sunday, published in this paper, 
that must have claimed the atten- 
tion of more than one reader, though 
Harden seems to have dropped them 
in in passing.

many produced twice as much coal 
as in 1913, "and has given employ- 
ment to everybody free of military 
service."

found for 
everybody. 
Those 
fel- 


lows are uncannily skillful at some 
things. 


THEIR BIG 
SPECIALTY. 


Washington correspondents tell us 


that our senate can't repudiate the 
four-power treaty 
that 
has 
been 


adopted by the 
armament 
confer- 


ence. The reason is that this time 
the treaty is adopted and is signed 
by our representatives, in our own 
conference, called and sitting in our 
own capital, with two senate lead- 
ers present and taking part. If un- 
der these conditions we repudiate a 
treaty the world can only conclude 
It is a waste of time to sit around a 
table and try to bargain with us. 


It strikes one these 
correspond- 


ents have- stated the situation cor- 
rectly. Yet It remains true that in 
the senate we have some men who 
would repudiate even i! they knew 
their act was the crack o' doom. And 
it may be we have one such man in 
the conference, though of course in 
this particular instance he will not 
kick over the traces, for they hap- 
pen to be his own.

seed. This is a clear donation by 
our government, which of
